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Brief Abstracts. 

The papers read and the discussions that 
followed at the recent meeting of the Con- 
necticut Board of Agriculture were of un- 
usual interest, and the principles enuncia- 
ted of general application. Connecticut has 
an Experiment Station which is very ably 
conducted and its benefits have not been 
confined to that State, but have aided the 
agriculture of all New England by the 
results of experiments which have been 
disseminated through the papers. At the 
recent meeting referred to, Prof. Johnson 
showed the fallacy of depending too much 
upon soil analysis for determining the needs 
of lands as regards fertilizers. An applica- 
tion of guano one inch thick upon a field 
might not be detected by the chemist who 
had a quantity of the soil to analyze. A 
hundred pounds of guano per acre had 
been known to double a crop, yet the thir- 
ty-three pounds of fertilate contained in 
the 100 pounds bears a relation to the first 
foot of soil of the field as only 33 to 44,- 
000,000, while to discover and weigh one 
part in a thousand parts is exceedingly fine 
work. A decidedly poor soil is quite likely 
to show in the laboratory as well asa rich 
soil. Should nitrogen be detected in a 
sample of soil knowa to contain guano, it 
would not be certain that it came from the 
guano; it might come from roasted leath- 
er, which is practically worthless. Soils 
gaid to be poor are often infertile simply 
because, like some owners of soil, they 
carry too much drink. 

Dr. Byron Halsted read a paper on rust, 
smut, mildew, rot and blight upon various 
farm crops. One of the surest preventives 
isto burn all the diseased parts and may be 
recommended for potato vines, wheat 
stubble, smutty corn, pear blight and 
peach curl. Potatoes may be saved by 
digging as soon as the first leaves are af- 
fected, and by storing in a cool, dry place. 
The wheat rust is propagated through the 
agency of barberry bushes, and these 
should be exterminated in every wheat- 
growing district ; burning the stubble in 
autumn will also act as a check upon its 
spread. Smutty corn should be destroyed 
by burning, if one would rid his fields of 
that fungus. Wheat and oat smut is des- 
troyed by soaking seed in sulphate of cop- 
per; onion smut is best avoided by the 
abandonment of old ground and planting 
upon land which has produced no onions 
for five or six years. Black-knot on plum, 
cherry and quince trees must be met by 
knife and fire; all useless old trees should 
be destroyed. Prof. W. H. Brewer, of 
Yale College, said itis a common belief 
that smut and rust are more prevalent in 
wet seasons, but smut is very injurious to 
wheat in the dry atmosphere of California, 
and all good farmers there soak their wheat 
seed in sulphate of copper, two to three 
ounces to the bushel being a sufficient quan- 
tity. Efforts have been made to find rust 
proof varieties but with little hope of suc- 
cess as it is quite likely varieties of fungi 
may adapt themselves to changed condi- 
tions. 

Dr. Sturtevant said that farm experi- 
ments must be continued for long periods, 
and many results compared. Messrs. 
Lawes and Gilbert have been operating at 
Rothamsted more than forty years, and a 
multitude of facts have been obtained, but 
a greater number are needed. The season 
has much influence, and for this reason, if 
for no other, a long course of experiment 
is required to settle many points. No man 
who Is not competent to grow eighty bush- 
els of corn per acre, or a maximum crop 
under favorable conditions, is competent 
to make experiments that should show the 
weak points in a yield of forty bushels or 
less. As showing the influence of a single 
factor upon the result, allusion was made 
toa field of corn grown this year in an un- 
favorable location ; “a soil too cold and wet 
in spring, and upon which the crop was a 
sad failure, the corn failling to make either 
stalk or seed, except an occasional plant 
which towered high above his fellows and 
produced a good ear. Here appears a 
marked prepotency in the seed of the ter- 
tile plant, which if it had existed in all the 
seed planted the crop would have been a 
success in spite of an unfavorable season. 
If one factor can so disturb an experiment, 
what can be expected from the great mass 
of experiments carelessly made where soil, 
manure, tilling and harvesting must be 
considered? Among some of the things the 
farmer wants to know are; Will a fine- 


bred animal digest a larger percentage of 


his food than a scrub? Will the former di-|- 


gest coarse fodder as completely as the lat- 
ter? Will an overfed, underfed or fullfed 
animal digest the larger percentage of their 
food? Although the labor expended upon 
many experiments has been in a certain 
Sense wasted, yet the very knowledge 
which shows ns how we might have done 


spoke of commercial ferti- 





the chief causes of ill-health. Barnyards, 
hogpens, privies, cesspools, filters and cel- 
lars are far too prominent. Among women 
and children dyspepsia is a most frequent 
disease, and is induced by improper diet. 
Pies and cakes are too common on Ameri- 
can tables. There should be more broiling 
and boiling, and less frying; more fresh 
and less salt meat. Wells should never be 
near to privies or cesspools, and the older 
the wells the greater the danger of impure 
water. The health of our grandparents is 
no guarantee that the wells they drank 
from still contain only pure water. Farm- 
ers stoop too much. Yunkees are a race 
of stoopers, say some of our German and 
French cousins. Farming need not be a 
plodding, routine life; more pains should 
be taken with children at home; more 
books and periodicals should be provided, 
and they should be owned, not borrowed ; 
reading aloud should be encouraged, and 
the art of conversation cultivated. Our ed- 
ucational system trains the intellect to the 
neglect of the sensibilities. The disparage- 
ment of country life has been one of the 
worst tendencies of the age. The live of 
home brings with it a love of country. 
Ownership in land is essential to thrift, and 
it gives bonds to society for maintaining a 
good character. The embellishment of 
moral homes is a constant power for form- 
ing character. 


Mr. W. H. Hurd in speaking on silos and 
ensilage, said he found that a cow that 
would eat more than 100 pounds of green 
fodder corn per day would not eat over 
sixty pounds of ensilaged corn, and did bet- 
ter than on the fresh corn. Professor John- 
son, being asked to account for such a dif- 
ference, replied that he could not tell, but 
of one thing we may rest assured—there is 
no more food comes out of the silo than 
goes into it. It may be that Blount’s corn, 
grown so extensively for ensilage, contains 
more nutriment than ordinary fodder corn 
as commonly grown and fed. Professor 
Miles said he was probably the first in this 
country to build and fill silos. He put corn 
in pits in 1875, but came to the conclusion 
that the system was poorly adapted to the 
West, where corn fodder is sometimes sold 
for ten cents per acre. He thinks the esti- 
mates claimed for ensilage in New Eng- 
land are too large, and he favors letting 
corn ripen its grain, and then feed both 
grain and stalks to the cattle. 


Farm Buildings. 

The position of the farm buildings is of 
great importance to the owner, and in lo- 
cating them, three things should be taken 
into account; these are cenvenience, salu- 
brity and appearance; another is of scarce- 
ly less importance, namely, safety with 
reference to the burning of other buildings. 
In the location of the early farm houses by 
our forefathers, they often paid but little 
attention to these considerations, nor was it 
always easy for them todo so. The land 
was covered with wood and the effect of 
its removal could not always be calculated. 
The principal considerations they had in 
view were shelter from the winds and prox- 
imity to water, and they were generally 
obliged to locate with reference to present 
necessities, rather than to future wants. 
In locating buildings, the whole ground 
should be carefully looked over. The fuel 
and water supply should not be overlook- 
ed, and the means of ingress and egress 
should be easy and convenient; the con- 
venience in moving the productions of the 
farm, such as hay and grain should be con- 
sidered, and also that of removing the ma- 
nure to the fields. 

The highest part of the farm should not 
for obvious reasons, be selected, nor some 
remote corner, simply because such a spot 
happens to be on the public road. A far- 
mers travels are mostly on his farm, and 
a proper location may save him a vast 
amount of travel within the space of a few 
years; he had better travel halfa mile to 
the main thoroughfare once or twice a 
week as occasion may require, than by lo- 
eating on some corner of his lot, be obliged 
to travel that distance several times daily 
injthe pursuit of his farm work. We are 
aware that this is mot in accordance with 
the usual practice, but we believe it to be 
sound policy nevertheless. We never could 
quite understand why our New England 
farmers should be so ready to sacrifice 
every other convenience for the sake of lo- 
cating their farm buildings upon a public 
thoroughfare. The location away from it, 
other things being only equal, takes him 
out of the dust and away from the noise of 
travel which in some piaces are iittle short 
of nuisances. 

Salubrity in the selection of a spot for 
the location of farm buildings, is of great 
importance. No consideration should ever 
draw one to erect his buildings in a swamp 
or in the vicinity of one. In all such places 
the hot sun of our summers, is sure to en- 
gender some form of disease often result- 
ing in death. Typhoid fever, diphtheria 
and other kindred disease always lurk 
about such spots, or at least, the means for 
them. A dry soil, free ventila- 
tion, and the absence of every source of 
malaria are all indispensable conditions to 
the robust health required by the farmer. 
The plan of the buildings and their relative 













situation one with another should be care- 
fully considered. The farmer’s house is 
quite likely to be like his farm, larger than

Farm Capital and its Employment. 


With the merchant capital is cash, with 
the real estate owner it is land, but with 
the farmer, cash, land and stock are con- 
sidered his capital. Yet there are quite a 
number of things that enter into and form 
a part of the capital of the farmer which 
are generally unconsidered, such as farm 
implements, manures, and of still greater 
importance, labor. Capital may be pro- 
ductive or not. Gold or silver locked up ia 
the safe or placed in a strong box, ora 
tract of uncultivated lands, may be consid- 
ered capital, but so long as the property re- 
mains in this state, it produces nothing, and 
the owner may actually be growing poorer 
instead of richer. We haye known many a 


servable than in farming. A man may 
have commenced farming with fifty acres 
of land, on which he expends annually in 
manure, labor, &c., twenty-five per cent, 
and the products perhaps amounts to forty 
percent. Encouraged by his success, he 
adds another fifty ucres to his domain, but 
he is unable to increase his expenditures 
proportionately, and the profits are pro- 
portionately lessened. Still he is ambitious 
for more land and adds another fifty acres, 
and still keeps on purchasing while he adds 
little or nothing to his active capital, and 
the ultimate result is, that while on fifty 
acres of land he realized forty per cent. on 
five hundred acres of land he realizes noth- 
ing. It must be clear to the mindof the 
most obtuse, that if his profits diminish in 
inverse ratio to the increase of his Jand, the 
time must come if he keeps on buying land 
when they will amount to nothing, and if 
still continued will run him in debt. We 
have known more than one farmer to be- 
come hopelessly involved by doing this 
same thing. and we have no doubt that the 
the rain of thousands. 


tion that a large farm may be made pro- 
portionately ‘as productive and profitable 
as a small one, but to render it so, the 
Owner must have a proportionately in- 
creased capital in the shape of man- 
ure and labor or money to procure 
them. That part of every farm upon 
which the most capital is expended is the 
garden, and every one knows that in pro- 
portion to its area this is much the most 
productive and profitable part of the farm. 
The deductions from this are plain. No 
man should possess more land or under- 
take the cultivation of more ‘acres than he 
has capital to manage well, for if he does 
he will find himself rapidly sinking what 
little productive capital he possesses, and 
is liable to become poor with the means of 
wealth still in his hands.

South Turner Farmers’ Club. 


The South Turner Farmers’ Club opened 
for the season November 2, 1881, with the 
following officers : Wallace Cary, President, 
D. J. Briggs, Secretary; S. F. Kezar, Vice 
President; Lucius Cary, W. C. Whitman, 
Augustus Haskell, Mrs. Lucius Cary, Miss 
Persis Turner and Mrs. W. C. Whitman, 
Executive Committee. The club is run in 
two parts ; the first part consists of an ad- 
dress on some agricultural topic from some 
member, then discussion on the same for 
one hour; the second part devoted to the 
young folks of both sexes in select reading, 
singing, declamations and recitations. Meet- 
ings are holden every Wednesday evening 
with a full house. The meeting holden 
Dee. 21, 1881, was opened in regular form 
with singing from the choir. The follow- 
ing address was given by Mrs. W. C. Whit- 
man, on Associated Dairying: 

Ladies and Gentlemen of the South Tur- 
ner Farmers’ Club:—Ilt was not from any 
desire to bring myself before the public 
that I consented to open the discussion to- 
night. Neither did [ expect anything I 
could say would change anybody’s precon- 
ceived opinion in regard to the matter, but 
this subject of associated dairying is one 
that 1 am much interested in and it seems 
to me to be one in which all of us, both 
male and female, should feel an interest. 
This is said to be an age of progress; if so, 
is it not time that we, in this immediate 
vicinity, begin to show signs of progress 
in this direction?

~| conceded here that cows can be fed at a 


vrofit, and yet there are but few farmers it 


1! any in this Vicinity that keep what cows 


their pastures would accommodate through 
the summer. Why is this? Simply | think, 
because there is too much labor entailed in 
working up the milk. Now, if it is profita- 
ble to’keep cows, Lsee no reason why it 
would not be profitable for farmers to keep 
what cows their pastures would accommo- 
date and build a factory for working up 
the milk. We see springing up all round 


00} about us factories of this kind where it is 


not nearly as thickly populated as here; 
there are instances where milk is carried 
many miles to these factories, and it is still 
considered to be profitable. For example, 
the North Turner factory has, as near as 
can learn, been a great success ; in some cases 
milk is carried five miles to this factory. 
It must be they consider that better than 
working it up at home or they would not 
carry it that distance. I understand they 
have sold all their cheese this year for 13 
cents per pound; that I think is one cent 
per pound more than the average of domes- 
tic cheese has sold for this fall. Here in 
this vicinity we have the advantage over 
North Turner, in being able to accumulate 
a large amount of milk in a small territory, 
provided a factory of this kind should be 
generally patronized. Farmers are usually 
cautious and slow in changing long estab- 
lished customs and practices, but the ad- 
vantages of this method are so evident and 
indisputable that it is coming into general 
use. itis estimated that there might be 
kept in this immediate vicinity 11-2 miles 
from a common centre 250 cows besides 
teams and such other stock as is generally 
kept on farms. Estimating them to give 
8 quarts of milk per day (which is equal to 
20 pounds) for six months, and allowing 10 
pounds of milk for a pound of cured cheese, 
we have 360 pounds of cheese per cow. 
This at 12 cents per pound a nounts to $43 - 
20; supposing it to cost 1 cent per pound 
to manufacture the cheese on the supposi- 
tion that we have the milk of 250 cows and 
make an average of 500 pounds of cheese 
per day, would make the daily receipts of 
the factory $5.00 which would be suflicient 
to cover all expenses if well managed, leav- 
ing about $40.00 net profit for each cow for 
six months. How many of our farmers 
realize that amount from their cows during 
the six months of warm weather, in the 
way their dairys areconducted? Very few 
have facilities for making bugter in hot 
weather, and if made, the farmer is obliged 
to take one day out of every week for carry- 
ing it to market, whereas if the milk was 
worked up in a factory, they might be at 
home attendivg to the farm work and also 
save their wives a deal of hard labor. To 
be sure, the milk would have to be convey- 
ed to the factory, but the distance would 
not be great. 

Almost all of our farmers have reliable 
horses and there is generally a boy or girl 
in every household that can drive; or pos- 
sibly it would be as advantageous to the 
health and happiness of the wife to take a 
short ride in the open air and carry the milk 
to the factory as to be shut up in the house 
working over the churn or cheese tub. If 
cheese making is attempted in families it is 
as often « failure as a saccess. I think one 
of the most prolific sources of inferiority 
in domestic cheese arises from the necessity 
to hurry the process in the manufacture of 
it. A considerable time must necessarily 
elapse after the rennet is added to the milk 
before the curd is ready for the press. 
This process cannot be hurried without se- 
rious injury to the cheese. Farmers’ wives 
in general, are well aware of this fact, but 
with all their household duties to attend to 
they have not the time to devote to cheese- 
making that it requires. 

The opinion has been expressed by some 
that a butter factory would be more de- 
sirable than one for making cheese ; this is 
something new in our vicinity, but factories 
of this kind are quite numerous in portions 
of Vermont, New York and other states, 
and are said to pay well. There seems to 
be no kind of food that people are so fastid- 
eous about as butter, and the prices they 
are willing to pay for a good article insures 
profit to the maker of it. It seems to me 
that *‘gil ed” butter can be made in 
the cooperative system, with proper man- 
agement, as well as in private dairies. 

The opinion seems to be unanimous that 
it is necessary for the farmer to assist his 
wife in taking care of the milk from the 
cows they now keep. The eae of 
farmers are obliged to hire help to carry on 
their farms; the question arises, will it pay 
a man to hire help to do the work out of 
doors and spend his own time or a part of 
it, in making butter from a few cows? I be- 
lieve if the able bodied farmer would spend 
one-half the time that it takes him to make 
the butter and carry it to market, working 
on his farm, it would pay for having the 
milk of twice the number of cows that he 
now s, niade into butter and marketed. 
And n, almost all of our farmers work 
bey their strength; if they would keep 
as many cows as they could accommodate, 
perhaps it would pay them as well to stay 
at home and tend their stock in the winter, 
as to cut and haul cord wood to market and 
sell it for $5 00 per cord, as many of them 
do; if so, it would certainly save them 
much heavy hard work. If the work of 
taking care of the milk can be done out of 
the house, and still be as profitable, if not 
more so, would it not be better to “se 
this method? It would seem that if 
farmers were disposed to do so, they might 
unite in the cooperative system, and 
judicious management make it a paying in- 
vestment.”

Plant Nutrition. 


The question of restoring and keeping 
up the fertility of the land is demanding 
and receiving more attention from the farm- 
ers of the Eastern States than at any time 
before in the history of our country, and as 
the interest in this subject must necessarily 
become still greater in the future, a few 
short articles on this topic may be of inter- 
est to the readers of the FARMER, espec- 
ially if they be made not too svientific. In 
entering on this subject the first question 
that suggests itself is, what is the object of 
the cultivation of the soil? Every man, 
woman, and child is ready with the proper 
answer :—to grow crops which shall in one 
way or anther provide us with food, rai- 
ment, and shelter, with the least expendi- 
ture of labur and capital. But to the ques- 
tion, how to grow the crops with the least 
expenditure of labor and capital, net so 
many are able to respond. 

In the way of machinery, the typical 
Yankee is equal to most any task. When 
he comes across a new machine his tirst 
object is to find out how the “darned thing 
works ;”’ and ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred, after he has finished his examina- 
tion he is able to run the machine however 
complicated it may be. 1f at any time the 
machine fails to do its work properly he 
says, ‘there is a screw loose somewhere,” 
and searches around till he finds it, and af- 
ter having made the necessary repairs, the 
machine does its work as well as at first. 
Our Yankee farmers, iike all other farmers, 
have been running their crop growing ma- 
chines without having a very definite idea 
of how the thing works, till the screws 
have become loose. Some are looking 
about to find the screws to tighten them up, 
while others have some old machine till it 
is so badly out of repair that they despair 
of ever being able to mend it, and are going 
or have gone to purchase a new one in the 
virgin soils of the West. But before the 
rest of us leave, let us examine a little into 
the nature of the work we have been doing 
with our soils, and see if we can not learn 
something in regard to restoring their lost 
fertility. 

In the first place, we have been growing 
crops on our soils year after year. Now, 
that those crops are made of something no 
one will doubt, but it may not be equally 
clear to all, from whence the plant obtains 
the material from which it is formed. In 
looking at the conditions under which a 
plant grows we see that one portion of it, 


the stem and leaves, is above ground and ~» 


flourishes in the atmosphere, while another 
portion, the roots, are hidden from view in 
the soil. The plant must therefore obtain 
the materials for its growth, from the soil, 
or atmosphere, or both. Experiment has 
shown that the iast is the case, that is, that 
the plant takes nourishment from both the 
soil and atmosphere. If aplant be burned, 
the portion that is left behind or the ash, 
came from the soil, while that which dis- 
appears in the form of smoke and gas came, 
without doubt originally from the air, to 
which it returns. 

The experiments that have been made on 
the conditions necessary for plant growth, 
have shown that besides the ash, one of 
those elements which disappears in the form 
of gas when the plant is burned, must be 
supplied to the roots of the plant, and that 
no considerable quantity, if any, is obtained 
directly from the atmosphere ; this element 
is known under the name, nitrogen. It 
forms a part of ammonia, nitric acid, salt- 
petre, Chili saltpetre, saltpetre of ammonia, 
dried blood, meat scrap. fish scrap, etc. 

In the experiments above mentioned, it 
was shown that besides nitrogen, the most 
important substances that the plant takes 
from the soil during its growth, and which 
form the constituents of the ash, are phos- 
phoric acid, sulphuric acid, potash. lime, 
and magnesia. The most familiar example 
of phosphoric acid is in bone, the ash of 
which is composed of phosphoric acid and 
lime. Sulphuric acid is the oil of vitrol of 
commerce, aud forms a portion of ordinary 
plaster, which is composed of sulphuric 
acid and lime. Potash aad lime are too fa- 
miliar to all to need illustration. Mgnesia 
is one of the constituents of soupstun:, and 
of Epsom salts. 

Ot the substances above enumerated, 
which are essential to the growth of plants, 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash, are 
present in our soils in comparatively small 
quantities, and by any system of farming 
which does return them to the soil, are 
liable to become soon exhausted. The 
others are seldom lacking in any soil, and 
the atmosphere yields sufficient carbonic 
acid for the wants of the plant, in forming 
the combustible parts. Hence itis to the 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash sup- 
plies that we have chiefly to leok, in main- 
taining the fertility of our fields in so far 
as fertility depends on plant food. These 
are the parts of the machine that soonest 
wear out. B.

How Milk Sours. 


Oxygen is called the “great acidfier” of 
Nature. and it is also said that, by the gen- 
eration of ozone by electricity in the atmos- 

here, the souring of milk is greatly favcil- 
tated. That oxygen is the great, active, 
life-giving principle, is admitted by all. 
Now, instead of calling it the “great acid- 
ifier,” can we not rather find the great acid- 
fier, fermenter, and putrefier in the motes 
and spores which swarm the atmosphere 
and waters of the earth? 

Sachs, the great German botanist, divides 
the vegetable world into seven groups; the 
lowest of which, the Protophyta, are the 
slime moulds, and plants which produce 
all kinds of contagious diseases, putrefac- 
tion, fermentation, etc. As may be sup- 
posed, these plants are very small. They 
can only be seen by the aid of a powerful 
microscope, and consist of a single cell. 
They are divided into Classes, Orders, and 
Tribes, one of which contains the genus 
Bacteria, and the Bacterium lactis the 
plant which, by its presence and rapid 
growth, sours the milk. As soon as the 
milk is ex to air it is attacked by 
spores of Bacterium lactis and the pro- 
cess of souring begins with the growth of 
the minute plants. In their journey and

new spores have abundant opportunity 
to escape to the atmosphere where they are 
ready for more mischief. The growth of 
Bacteria is most rapid in hot weather. Cold 
checks their growth, as also, does a heat 
of 212° F.
